Since it was opened 
up in the food controller's office a 
month ago thousands of applications 
for licenses have been handled, The 
system is serving to control the food 
export trade of the United States 
and Canada in the interests of the 
allies. The destination of every 
pound of food stuffs is known and 
therefore, there can be no leakage to 
enemy sources, The license system 
is one of the most progressive mea- 
sures ever effected in the fiscal pol- 
icy of Canada. 


The Country Housewife. Your fears 
may be quieted. No doubt you are 
glad to have the assurance that pre- 
liminary steps have already been tak- 
en to curtail the use of cane sugar in 
the manufacture of candies. Manu- 
facturers have been informed of the 
necessity for saving sugar and in 
many cases they are now trying to 
adjust their business to the require- 
ments of the situation. If you want 
a wholesome kind of sweet for your 
children that can be made with lit- 
tle trouble or expense try this: Pop- 
corn candy: Use either honey, maple 
syrup, molasses, white cane syrup or 
corn syrup. To one cup of syrup 
allow one tablespoon of vinegar, Boil 
together until syrup hardens when 
dropped in cold water. Pour over 
freshly popped corn and mould into 
balls or fancy shapes. Maple creams 
also make a delicious confection,. Boil 
one cup of maple sugar with one cu 
water until it forms a soft ball 
when dropped in cold water. Re- 
move from the fire and stir rapidly 
until it becomes creamy. Form into 
balls the size of marbles and put nut 
meats on either side. Lay on wax 
paper to cool,

Exceptional Advantages 
Western Canada in Aiding 
the Situation 

United States and Canada should 
redouble their efforts in the produc- 
tion of wheat. Of the world’s ‘supply 
it has been estimated that the United 
States supplies 19 per cent., Canada 
6 per cent,, Italy 5 per cent., France 
8 per cent, India 10 per cent. and 
Russia 18 per cent. With Russia in 
a muddle her 18 per cent. is going to 
dwindle, Australia and Argentina 
might also be asked to speed up but 
to the great distances for transpor- 
tation it is more advisable to look to 
North America. 

Hitherto the question of rates was 
the all important factor, but war has 
added another phase. The nearest

America, The distance between Que- 
bee and Liverpool is 2,000 miles, 
while between Buenos Ayres and 
Plymouth it is 5,300 miles.

English and French Tongues in Com- 
mon Partnership for the Free- 
dom of the World 


_ The bugles of an empire are blow- 
ing across the fields of France and 
Flanders. In the north, towards 
Passchendael, the thunder of guns 
disturbs the night. To the south, 
British and Germans are locked in 
desperate struggle about Cambrai. On 
three hundred miles of battle front 
the grim fight continues, The heart 
of France beats strong, despite the 
long agony of conflict, despite the 
torn field and wasted cities, despite 
the Aisne and the Marne, the Sambre 
and the Meuse, Verdun and the 
Somme and the new records of bat- 
tle. Britain, after three and a quart- 
er years, still pours her men into’ the 
field, still stand as the bulwark of 
the free nations of the seven seas, 
And round her are marshalled as 
they marshalled from the first, the 
men of New Zealand, of Australia, of 
South Africa and of Canada. For 
the Maple Leaf and the Wattle 
Bloom, for the Thistle and the Sham- 
rock and the Rose brave men strug- 
gle on over the graves of yesterday. 
I have seen them together in the 
salient—a great moving drama of an 
empire personified in marching men, 
When Canada moved its horses and 
its men and its guns towards Pass- 
chendael it passed . British artillery 
coming out from the mud after five 
continuous months of service, It 
passed New Zealand with its losses 
after the bitter fighting for Belle- 
vue.

seen for months and sometimes years. 
They fight for freedom, for justice, 
for the traditions of a race and the 
preservation of civilization.

When the corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press, fol- 
lowing close on the heels of an at- 
tacking force, arrives in the front 
lines where the troops are engaged 
in consolidating their newly — con- 
quered positions, he is most welcome 
when he has with him a well-filled 
waterbottle, | 

The soldiers during the advance 
have generally exhausted their sup- 
ply, have lost their waterbottles on 
the march over the ground torn up 
by shells, or perhaps have seen the 


These men have cleaned 
wells contaminated by the Germans 
in their retreat and have laid over 
two hundred miles of water pipes, 
From the water supply centres 
motor trucks, each carrying three 
barrels containing 500 qvarts apiece,

VPennsylvanias are addicted to cat- 
ing too many potatoes, in the opin- 
ion of Dr, Samuel G, Dixon, health 
commissioner of that state, who ad- 
vises them to eat less of this food 
and of meat. He admits, however, 
that since one man’s meat is anoth- 
er man's poison, the requirements of 
a food administrator should be elas- 
tic enough to leave room for every 
man to avoid the foods which ex- 
perience has taught him are harmful 
and still to adequate notrish- 
ment 

“Most of our food stuffs are made 
up of different constituents,” he says, 
“A potato is largely composed — of 
{starch whereas beefsteak is largely 
jcomposed of nitrogen or protein, 
Starch represents so many licat-pro-

ducing units, and beefsteak likewise | 


produces its own quota, This is so 
when you consider the matter from 
a laboratory point, but if you made 
a test of the same values by feeding 
these foods to human beings, you 
would find the values varied greatly 
'because of the variations of the hu-

“The people of the state of Penn- 
sylvania cot too much potato, The 
large proportion of this vegetable 
produ a catarrhal condition of 
the digestive tract, which interferes 
with digestion and leaves the patient 
over a long series of years produc- 
ing starvation, Meat, as a rule, is 
also overeaten by Pennsylvanias. 
Just now, however, during the ten- 
sion of war we need more meat than 
usual,”

Electricity From the Wind 

The clectrical engineering depart- 
ment of the state Agricultural Col- 
lege of Manhattan, Kan,, is at pres- 
ent engaged in conducting a series 
of experiments with a view to im- 
proving the prevailing methods of 
generating electricity from windmill 
power. In the present tests the gen- 
erator is mounted on the head of the 
mill and geared directly to the source 
of power, instead of being belted to 
the mill at its base, as is usually the 
practice, The main need at present 
seems to be a mi'l that requires a 
lower wind velocity to start than 
those now available, since the latter 
are idle for long periods at a stretch, 
and therefore necessitate the em- 
ployment of large storage baticries,

Tried to Start U.S.-Jap Fight 


German Plot in Early Part of the 
War Is Unearthed 


That desperate efforts were made 
by the German ambassador and mili- 
tary and naval officers in the United 
States to stir up enmity between the 
United States and Japan in the carly 
days of the European war while the 
United States was still a neutral has 
been revealed by the diary of Cap- 
tain Karl Grasshof, commander of 
the gunboat Geier, which interned at 
Honolulu in November, 1914, to save 
herself from destruction by a Japan- 
ese cruiser, the Hizen, which waited 
beyond the three-mile limit for her 
to show her nose outside the harbor. 
The diary is in the possession of the 
naval intelligence bureau of the Ha- 
waiian naval division and was made 
public on authority from the intelli- 
gence bureau, : 

In line with the recent exposures 
of Secretary Lansing, it reveals a 
world-wide conspiracy and intrigue 
in the interests of Germany extend- 
ing from Ambassador Bernstorft's 
office at Washington through San 
Francisco to Shanghai, Hong Kong 
and Manilla, and centering in Elono- 
lulu upon the Geier, which with her 
wireless intercepted official Amieri- 
can government wireless messages 
and relayed messages and orders 
from the German officials to ‘heir 
destination. 

The diary, written in German, was 
found on Captain Grasshof  follow- 
ing his imprisonment at Schofield 
Barracks - after the attempted  de- 
struction of the German,» warship 
and German merhantmen then in- 
terned at Honolulu. The attempted 
destruction took place when the 
United States broke off diplomatic 
relations with Germany, 

With the translation as a clue, 
navy intelligence officers have been 
linking up the tangled skein of evi- 
dence for the last six tmonths, and 
now they - have a complete  indict- 
ment of the interned Germans — for 
their part in the conspiracy, involv- 
ing the wholesale violations of all 
the laws of hospitality, of nations 
ncu-

Britain to Pay All her Debts! 


Her War Indebtedness Will Not Bc 
Repudiated, Says Bonar Law i 


Great Britain will not repudiate | 
her war debt, declares A. Bonat 
Law, the chancellor of the exchequer | 
in an open letter, which he has caus- 
ed to be published, and in which he 
denounces rumors that the country 
would fail to meet some of the lia- 
bilities incurred in the war, In his 
letter the chancellor states: 

“Tam glad to have an opportunity 
of dealing with the rumors I find are 
current througl6ut the country with 
regard to the possibility of the gov- | 
ernment reptdiating its liabilities, | 

“IT should like to state and state as 
strongly as 1 can, that, in my opin- 
ion, no British government, present! 
or future, will seek to break faith 
with those who have placed their fi- 
nancial resources at the disposal of 
the state in this crisis of its his- 
tory. Such a policy would not only 
mean that the government of — the 
United Kingdom was in the hands of 
men who were blind to all consider- 
ations of national honor, but would, 
to my mind, involve the overthrow 
of any government that adopted it. 

“The repudiation of state liabilities 
would, in my judgment, be as disas- 
trous as it would be dishonorable, 
Nothing after the war will be more 
important than to preserve and but- 
tress the fabric of the national credit 
and nothing would so casily under- 
mine it as the refusal of the govern- 
ment to honor its debts. It would, 
indeed, be impossible for a govern- 
ment which had destroyed its credit 
by repudiating its liabilities ever to 
borrow again should circumstances 
arise in which it was necessary to do 


so, In short, repudiation spells na- 
tional dishonor and national disas- 
ter, 


“1 will only add this: Whatever be 
the financial policy of the British 
government after the war, I am cer- 
tain of this, that any discrimination | 
there may be will not be in favor of 
those who have withheld their money 
from the state at a time when its 
needs were greatest.”

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The German _ 
Crewless Raider 


An Electrically Controlled Gasoline 
Craft Operated From Shore 


Once more the Germans have 
sprung a surprise on the allied for- 


ces, this time in the shape of a 
crewless raider that is clectrically 
operated through a cable from a 
shore station, Already several of 


these craft have been encotintered by 
British warships cruising off the 
Belgian coast, but at the moment of 
writing all such attacks have failed 
of result. 

We learn from statements of the 
British admiralty that these crewless 
raiders are clectrically controlled 
boats propelled by two gasoline en- 
gines, partially closed in, and are 
capable of traveling at a high rate 
of speed. Each raider carries a drum 
with between thirty and fifty miles 
of insulated, single core cable, which 
is paid out in the wake of the ves- 
sel and through which the mechan- 
ism is controlled from shore, The 
fore part carries a considerable 
charge of high explosive, probably 
300 to 500 pounds, which is arrang- 
ed to explode on impact. 

The method of operating the crew- 
less raider is to start the engines, 
after which the men Icave the boat. 
a seaplane, protected by a strong 
fighting patrol, then accompanies the 
vessel at a distance of from three to 
five miles and signals to the shore 
operator of the helm, These signals 
need only be “starboard,” “port” or 
“steady,” 

By an obviously clever grouping 
of the wireless idea, the high speed 
gasoline craft, and the electrically 
controlled plan, the Germans have 
made use of the crewless 
scheme in a Twentieth Century way. 
They have not overcome the disad- 
vantages of a trailing cable, to be 
sure; but they have overcome the 
problem of visibility, for the aerial 
observer in theggeaplane which con- 
voys the raide all times yJth- 
in visual disttic Since power to 
drive the cealt is entirely sclf-con- 
tained and need not be transmitted 
through the cable, the Germans have 
been able to use a much smaller 
cable and thus overcome the diffi- 
culties in this direction. It is evi- 
dent that they use a one wire cable, 
depending on the salt water for the 
return current to coniplete the cir- 
cuit. 

Just how effective the crewless 
raider is in practice still remains to 
be proved,—Scientific American,

With the Atlantic Fleet 


Life Looks 
Mother 


“For ten days I was the guest of 
the Atlantic fleet,” writes a other 
who made a visit to investigate for 
Good Housekeeping. She tells other 
mothers, in the January issue, just 
now their boys live on board ship, 
She says: “During those days I tried 
to do everything the boys had to do, 
I ate with them; IT worked with them; 
I even got sick and went to the hos- 
pital ship. I did everything they did 
except sleep in a hammock and fire 
a gun. They wouldn't let me fire a 
gun, and I was glad of it. As to the 
hammock, [ tried to get in one, but 
the art of arriving in a ‘dream sack’ 
some six feet from the floor is an ac- 
quired one, There is not seclusion 
enough on ship for a mother with 
her set muscles and avoirdupois to 
become a hammock artist. 

“How do our sons live in this mas+ 
culine world? (For the navy is a 
man’s world, and in it a woman has 
no place), First of all, they live 
with almost no furniture. There is 
no place on fighting ships for other 
than the barest necessities, They eat 
from long tables and sit on benches. 
There are no table cloths or nap- 
kins, but the tables are scrubbed as 
clean as any table cloth can be and 
the benches too, During the hours 
when meals are ngt being served 
these tables are follied up and held 
by chains from great hooks near the 
roof of the passageway. The benches 
are folded up and placed on top of 
the tables. 

“The beds are hammocks swung 
from two iron hooks. During the 
morning the hammocks are aired ov- 
er the rail of the ship, at noon they 
are ‘lashed’ up and put in big bin- 
looking places. ‘These hammocks 
are, L am told, very comfortable once 
you learn how to get in them, They 
are really life preservers with flota- 
tion enough to hold wp two men. 

“For a dresser or a chiffonier, each

boy_has a big deep sack which tooks—- 


something like@ bag sugar or flour 
comes in, Down in the depths of that 
bag he keeps, in unrumpled  condi- 
tions, all his clothes, clean and dirty, 
That is certainly a man's way. But 
to be fair to the men, however, the 
dirty clothes are there but a short 
time. Every day is wash day aboard 
ship. The dirty suits are put into 
the bag in the morning and removed 
in the afternoon. These bags hang 
on a rope rail out of the .

“The ditty-box! You have to see i 
to appreciate it.

It locks; is about a foot and a half 
long and a foot wide and one foot 
deep. It is made of some kind of 
wood that is light. I think the offi- 
cers envy the men their ditty-boxes, 
for it is the boy’s pocket grown up 
with him. A locked pocket and no 
woman to clear it out! 

“The food on the ship is good, and 
there is plenty of it. The luxury of 
green vegetables and fresh fruits de 
pends on whether the ships are at 
sea or in port. Each ship feeds in 
a different way, but all feed well,”

“75” Gun and Then Fail 


Kvery reader of the magazines and 
newspapers in every country in the 
world knows that the most success- 
ful gun the war has developed is the 
75-midlimeter field piece used by the 
French armies since October, 1915, 
Every military man knows approxi- 
matcly the construction and appear- 
ance of the weapon; in these particu- 
Jars it does not seem radically differ- 
ent from the United States three-inch 
field pieces nor, indeed, could a lay- 
yuan pick out any virtues which lift 
it above the British, Italian, Germar 
and Austrian “heavies,” 

But in the difference that really ex- 
ists lies the reason why Paris, Calais 
and the whole west coast of North- 
ern France is not now conquered ter- 
ritory! It is a wonder gun, a mys- 
tery gun; it is the gun that the fran- 
tic German general staff has singled 
out with a bloody question mark. 

Wherein lies its superiority? The 
answer sounds ridiculously simple. 
The “75” can fire 30 aimed shots a 
minute; the best Krupp or Skoda 
product can deliver five or six. There 
is the “edge,” a simple matter of five 
to one! 


Not only are the Teutons’ weapons 
inferior in this respect, but the best 
United States’ three-inch field piece 
can fire on an average but six aimed 
shots a minute, And even this small 
total is sufficient to surpass the abil- 
ity of the British and Italians. 


The French own the secret, and 
froni present indications they would 
surrender Verdun rather than bring 
the key to the mystery across the 
serried waste to the east of their first 
line trenches, 

Here lies the marvellous part of it 
all. The Germans, with all their 
fiendish mechanical ingenuity, have 
plenty of opportunity to examine this 
gun at home in the Krupp laborator- 
ies! When first the French loosed a 
rain of shrapnel from the mouths of 
the first increment of “75s” the Ger- 
mans knew they had encountered a 
new type of weapon, 

On the twenty-sixth day after the 
debut made by these guns, cight of 
them we aptured by the mass at- 
tack of a division of picked German 
troops vehio penetrated one sector of 
the allies’ line, carried off their prizes 
and then retired, not even striving to 
hold the ground they had taken, 

Four thousand German troops per- 
ished to attain this one object, but 
for the nor it as considered 
worth while sacrific The world had 
not yet produced a work of genius 
which the German mind could not 
equal or surpass—at least, that was 
the Germans’ belief, 

Months passed. Finally the Krupp 
laboratories at Essen on Ruhr an- 
nounced that they had achieved a 
gun identical to the dreaded “75,” A 
great heartening of the whole Teu- 
ton army was evidenced at this an- 
nouncement by a general advance, 

But the gun did not come up to 
the French “75.” When escorted out 
to a practice range the weapon, al- 
though it was manned by the finest 
demonstrators available, coughed 
only five times—and five times only 
—in one minute of firing at pell-mell 
specd! 

The affair was analyzed and re- 
analyzed.:The greatest ordnance ex- 
perts of Austria, Germany and Tur- 
key took up the problem, It was 
s realized that a hasty and sat- 
actory solution meant a chance for 
the triumph of the central powers, 
and that failure spelled undoubted 
defeat, Yet they had failed! Today, 
twent months after the first tilt 
at duplication was started, the Ger- 
mins can fire only five or six shots 
a/ininute from their best light field 
piece of this type. 


Bags Supplied to Allies 


Besides her great military effort-- 
in France, Egypt, Galipoli, East Afri- 
ca and Mesopotamia—India has pro- 
vided all kinds of auxiliary services, 
and a strong labor contingent is a 
work in France on the railways and 
roads, 

But beyond this India’s help in the 
supply of raw material is invaluable. 
For manganese ore and saltpetre, 
essential to the manufacture of muni- 
tions, India is the sole source of sup- 
ply. Another most valuable  contri- 
bution has been the supply of wol- 
fram, the tungsten ore used in the 
manufacture of high-speed tool steel. 

When tronch warfare led to a sud- 
den and enormous increase in the de- 
mands for sandbags, which rose to 
600,000 a day by July, 1915, it was 
found that if the whole jute industry 
at Dundee was concentrated on 
turning out sandb. gs the output still 
fell short. A contract was placed 
with the Caleutta jute mills to pro- 
vide about two-thirds of the total 
required. The manufacturer agreed 
on a price below the market rate, en- 
abling the war office to make a sav- 
ing of nearly $20,000,000, 

Before the war the whole trade in 
raw hides was in German hands, The 
allied governments have now ar- 
ranged to take the whole exportable 
surplus of India’s cowhides, raw and 
tanned, and India is providing leather 
for the uppers of 12,000,000 pairs of 
army boots a year, sufficient for the 
whole of the British army and part 
of the Russian and Italian armies,

“*Some months after we finish our 
work in Europe, we will take New 
York, and probably Washington, and 
hold them for some time, We will 
put your country in its place with 
reference to Germany, We do not 
purpose to take any of your terri- 
tory; but we do intend to take a 
billion or more dollars from New 
York and other places. The Monroe

The German emigrant was trained 
to feel that in leaving his native 
shores he was followed by the  pro- 
tecting hand of the Fatherland, and 
we find the kaiser himself saying in 
® speech as early as June 16, 1896: 

“The German empire has become 
a world empire. Everywhere in dis- 
tant quarters of the earth thousands 
of our countrymen are living. Germau 
guardians of the sea, German science, 
German industry, are going across 
the sea. It is my wish that, standing 
in closest union, you help me to do 
my duty not only to my countrymen 
in a narrower sense, but also to the 
many thousands of countrymen in 
forcign lands, This means that 1 may 
he able te protect them if I must.” 

Nearly twenty yeara after the 
kaiser made this utterance we still 
find in the mind of the All Highest 
the conviction that he can do what 
he pleases with America, Just be- 
fore we threw in onr lot with the 
rest of the world in this fAght for 
democracy, our ambassador in  Ber- 
lin, Mr. James W. Gerard, had an 
interview with the emperor of signifi- 
cant import, In his book, “My Four 
Years in Germany,” he thus des- 
cribes the incident: 

“The emperor y standing; so na- 
turally I stood a and, accordin; 
to his habit, which is quite Roosevel- 
tian, he stood very close to me, and- 
talked very earnesily ... He showed 
however, great bitterness against the 
United States and repeatedly saide 
America had better look owt after 
this war; and ‘F shall stand no non- 
sense from America after the war,’ 

okey so fearful in reporting the 
dangerous part of this interview, on 
account of the many spies not only 
in my own embassy, but also in the 
state department, that J sent but a 
very few words in a roundabout way; 
by courier direet to the president.” 

We were not only to be conquered 
but also to be turned out of our 
home, ‘The fate in store for those 
who did not respond gracefully ta 
Germanization is told in Klaus Was: 
ner’s “Krieg,” published in 1906: 

“By the right of war the right of 
strange races to migrate into Ger- 
manic settlements will be taken away. 
By right of war the non-Germame 
population in America and Great 
Australia must be settled in Africa.”

Some Reciprocity 
California Sending Prune Trees 
France to Rehabilitate Orchards 
Devastated by Huns 


Five and one half millions pounde 
of seed beans and 1,500,000 two-year- 
old French prune trees are being 
gathered in California for shipment 
to Northern rance to rehabilitate the 
fields and orchards devastated by the 
Germans in their retreat. 

The beans are pink and black cye 
varieties, and the quantity is sufficient 
to plant 69,000 acres. ‘The prung 
trees will convert O00 acres inte 
bearing orchards within two years, 

There is a bit of sentiment in Cali- 
fornia’s sending young orchards to 
France, as it was this war torn re- 
public that gave the state its first 
Prune trees, This was in 1856 and 
since that time the prune orchards 
cover nearly 100,000 acres and bring 
to the growers more than $10,000,000 
year,

The first of Thomas A. Edison's 


“invisible ships’ to come to Balti- 
more reached and dropped anchos 
off quarantine. It is a new boat of 
British registry and has just been 
completed after the original plans 
changed somewhat by Mr, Edison, As 


she appears in the harbor the freight- 
er looks like any of the other boata 
at anchor, The towering masts with 
their massive derrick booms form 
the chief feature of the invisible plan, 
for they are hinged at the deck. When 
the vessel is entering the waters in? 
fected by German U-boats  thesa 
Masts are lowered to the deck in 
such a manner that they extend along 
each side near the rath, the smoke- 
stack is removed and any breaks left 
in the top line are boarded so that 
the top line is straight, In the neu- 
tral colors which the ships are now 
painted she is scarcely a blot on the 
horizon, The decks are low and in 
the danger zone hard coal is burned 
so that she will leave no telltale trail 
of smoke,

On December 24, 1814, peace was 
signed between Great Britain and 
the United States, and it has not 
been broken since. On this day more 
than a century later the two nations, 
monarchy and republic, are allies in 
arms fighting for conditions of lib- 
exty which both believe in, and would 
like to see extended to all other peo- 
ples.
